More Air Nitrogen 
For Alabama Farms 


AUBURN, Ala.—Billions of lit- 
tle nitrogen-gathering plants will 
operate on Alabama farms next 
winter and spring, They will be 
Austrian winter peas and _ hairy 
vetch, two winter legumes which 
are very popular among Alabama 
farmers und gaining rapidly in 
favor, 

J. C. Lowery, extension agron- 
omist at Auburn, says that annual 
plantings increased from almost 
nothing a dozen years ago to 3,- 
000,000 pounds of seed in the fall 
of 1931. He hopes that the 1931 
record will be equaled in the fall 
of 1982. With adequate finances 
it would be much larger, he ex- 
plained, 

“These little plants,” continued 
Mr. Lowery, ‘will grow during the 
winter and early spring. They will 
take nitrogen from the air and 
In addition 
they will produce a lot of humus, 
another important need of Ala- 
bama soils.” 

And this is the best way now 
known for Alabama farmers to en- 
rich their lands, he added. The 
cost is very low in comparison to 
commercial fertilizer and better 
results are obtained. A few dol- 
lars spent in the fall for seed, 
fertilizer and inoculation for win- 
ter legumes will prepare an acre 
of land to make big yields of ei- 
ther cotton or corv, or any other 
summer crop. planted after the 
winter legumes are plowed under 
next spring. 

By planting winter legumes the 
experiment station at Auburn and 
the county agents have found that 
Alabama farmers can increase 
their herds and flocks of livestock 
and poultry because they can pro- 
duce feed. Unless either hairy 
vetch or Austrian peas are planted 
in the fall it is” uneconomical to 
produce corn on most land in Ala- 
bama. 

Cotton, too, makes much bigger 
yields following ‘either hairy vetch 
or Austrian winter peas. Some of 
the best cotton yields in Alabama 
are being made following hairy

Canning Tomatoes 


AUBURN, Ala.—In canning to- 
matoes—or any other vegetable— 
much depends upon the selection 
of the tomatoes to be canned. 
Along with wise selection must £0 
cleanliness, speed in handling, and 
observance of fundamental facts 
governing successful canning,

The requirements are not the 
same for all vegetables. Conse- 
quently, each vegetable must be 


handled differently. For success- 
ful canning of tomatoes we follow 
these directions: 

with) Select firm, uniform, red 
ripe tomatoes of medium size. Do 
not use tomatoes which are over- 
ripe of parts of which are spotted 
or decayed, 

(2) Blanch in boiling water 1 
to 1’ minutes according to ripe- 
ness. 

(3) Plunge quickly into cold 
water for an instant. 

(4) Drain at onee. 

(5) Core and peel promptly. 

(6) Pack into jars or cans as 
closely as possible to prevent un- 
due shrinkage and to help drive 
out the air, 

(7) Add 2‘teaspoonfuls of the 
salt and sugar mixture to each 
quart, 

(8) Use tomato juice instead 
of water to fill the jars if toma- 
toes are packed whole, If tomatoes 
are to be sold under Federal regu- 
lations neither juice 
should be added, 

(9) Partially seal and process 
as follows: Quart jars and No, 8 
cans, 80 minutes; pints and No, 2 
cans, 20 minutes.

F you feel thoroughly jagged out after a day 
at the office, although your work calls for 
only a comparatively slight expenditure of 
physical energy, the chances are your fatigue 
is due more to noisy surroundings than to the 
Noise increases fatigue and de- 
creases the worker's production. The remedy 
is to fortify yourself against din by eating 
plenty of sweets and other energy foods that 
; tend to offset the muscular tension caused by 


work itself 


noise. 


These statements were made by Dr. Donald 
A, Laird, Director, Colgate University Psy- 
chological Laboratory, in a paper read before 
the American Association For The Advance- 
ment Of Science, at its recent meeting in 
Syracuse The paper covered Dr. Laird’s find- 


ings resulting from research di- 
rected toward discovering the 
effects of noise upon office workers, 
and a possible means of offsetting 
any harmful effects. The “noise” 
research has extended over a 
period of several years. 


Increased Production 

Dr. Laird announced that a diet 
rich in energy foods — carbohy- 
drates such as _ sweet foods, 
spaghetti, noodles, bread, potatoes 
—in addition to offsetting the ill 
effects of noisy surroundings, bet- 
tered the worker's production re- 
gardless of noise. During the days 
on which quiet was maintained in 
the experimental rooms, and the 
subjects were fed a high-carbohy- 
drate diet, production was 15 per 
cent better than on low-carbohy- 
drate days, under the same quiet 
conditions. 

“From the point of view of the 
employer’s own, selfish interest,” 
Dr. Laird said, “the worker's diet is 
just as important as modern, *im- 
proved’ working environment; 
where, paradoxically the question 
of noise is frequently neglected. 
Our experiments have shown that 
noise at the average office level in- 
creases muscular tension, so that 
energy demands are stepped up 
greatly beyond the slight require- 
ments of the actual work, The re- 
sult is greater fatigue and lessened 
production. 


Cannibalistic Muscles 
“Glycogen, or blood sugar, is 
essential for muscular activity. 
This the system creates most 
easily, and by preference, trom 
carbohydrates. Carbohydrates fail- 


ing, the glycogen fs even made 
from the muscle proteins them- 
selves, if necessary; but only at 


the expense* of irritability 
what may be called a transition 
shock period while the r rve 
carbohydrate in the liver is being 
lowered to the critical point. 
“Workers generously suppliod 
with carbohydrates em to be 
able to work amid nx without 
the fatiguing muscular irritability 
due to the muscles eating them- 
selves while converting their pro- 
teins into glycogen. Workers ona

MONTGOMERY, July 18.—| 
Drastie changes in State goyern- 
ment with increased power for the 
Governor are proposed by the 
Brookings Institution report re- 
leased for publication Sunday by 
Governor B. M. Miller, 

Only two State officials—the 
governor and lieutenant governor 

would be elected by the people 
if recommendations in the report 
were adopted, 

The Legislature, as it now func- 
tions, would be replaced by a single 
hody of 10 or 20 law-makers to 
meet biennially. The Governor's 
power of veto would be strength- 
ened so as to require a two-thirds 
vote to override it, 

Creation of a Department of Lo- 
cal Government would centralize 
administration of county goyern- 
ments throughout the State, dis- 
Dursing funds and otherwise con- 


trolling their financial and political 
affairs. 

A proposed department of Pub- 
lie Welfare would direct the af- 
fairs of State prisons, hospitals, 
pardons and paroles, child and so- 
cial welfare work, 

In effect the Governor would 
become “General Manager” of the 
State, with broad executive and 
administrative powers, ‘The Sec- 
retary of State’s office would be 
nbolished and the duties now per- 
formed by that office asigned to 
the executive department by cre- 
ation of a Bureau of Public 
Records. 

Dozens of petty commissions 
and bureaus now in existence 
would be abolished entirely or 
merged with established or pro- 
posed state departments, 

The Department of Education 
would undergo few administrative 
changes, but the State Superin- 
tendent would be appointed by the 
State Board of Mdueation, without 
term, so long as his administration 
is satisfactory. Members of the 


hoard would be selected by the 
Governor, 

Unification of state institutions 
of higher learning—the University, 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute and 
Alabama College—under the su- 
pervision of a single board of trus- 
tees, was also recommended, 

An established schedule of sala- 
ries for teachers was suggested. 

The collection and disbursement 
of all special trust funds and lev- 
ies would be handled through the 

‘State’s general fund.

Reporting the State’s floating 
indebtedness at $20,422,706, the 
survey recommends the amortiza- 
tion of the deficit by the sale of 
10-year bonds at five per cent in- 
terest.

tem it was estimated in the survey 
that the State would earn $7,233,- 
S85 during the fiscal year 1931-32. 
Assuming the State would receive
